“ANOTHER FIGHT

Tetween  General  Wheaton's
Column and the Rebels,

ENEMY APPEAR IN FORCE

Jietween Pateros and Tagulg, Neces-
sliating a C}mugo in the Original
Plans—Insurgents Driven out of the
Jungle — American Loss one man
Lilled and Three Wounded — Ore-
gon Troops in a Brief Engngement
Along the River Retlre With Three
wen Wonnded — During the Night
the Bnemy Baren the Town of Pasig.

MANTLA, March 10~Late yeaterday
Gen. Wheaton's eolumn encountered
the enemy 'In such force between Pate-
yos and Tagulg as lo necessiiate o
change In the original plans. The cav-
piry attacked a rebel stronghold In the
Jungle, driving the enemy Into Patleros,
The Amerteans hl}l] one man killed and
three woumded,

Seotl's battery shelled the clty and
woods effectively,

Later the enemy crossed the river
{from Pfaslg. Two companles of  the
Second Oregon Infantry cleared the
right bank after & sharp engagement,
and then retired with three wounded.

In the meantime the Washington vol-
unteers cloged in, driving smali bodles
of the rebels back upon Paleros, One
man was killed.  During the night the
enemy burned the town of Paslg,

Dranlls Sorlita and Jose Ruiz, the
Epanish pflicers  who were recently

Yorbidding Further Negotintions Be-

tween the Spanish anild Insurgents

for Release ol Apanish Prisonoers.
WASHINGTON, D. €. March T—
Genera! Otls, in forbidding further ne-
Fotiations between the Spanish ot AMa-
nilz and the insurgents, touching the
surrender of the Epanish prisoners held
by the latter, acted upon his own au-
tharlty. The government has not sent
him any Instructions upon thls polint,
but it will unquestionably support him
10 the extreme In nay action of that
Kind he may take, Tt Is sald at the
slate department that there has been
tome exchanges between the United
Elates and Spaln thraugh Indirect chan-
nels, touchlng these particular prison-
ors, dating back to slgnature of the
protocol last August.

A BRILLIANT STROKFE

Of Diplomacy on the Part of the Unit-
el States—Our Answer to Italy,

WABHINGTON, March 14.—The am-
basadors and minlsters In Washington,
repregenting those powers having large
Interests in China, have communlented
to thelr forelgn offices the substance of
the recent answer of the Unlted Stntes
1o Italy, to the effect that this country
would malnain an attitude of dsinter-
ested neutrality In reference to the Ital-
lan deslgns on San Mun Bay, Some of
thesa diplomats hove advised thelr gov-
ernments that they regarded the on-
nouncement of the United States’ attl-
tude as of supreme lmportance to  the
Chinese situatlon. The reasons for this
arg summed up by o prominent member
of the diplomatle corps, representing
one of the powers of Europe, as fol-
lows:

“The answer of the Tinlted States to
Italy is o remarkably lelllinnt stroke of
diplomaecy. The natural inclinatlon of
the United States government would
have been to favor the move of Italy,
for the opening of San Mun bay would
glve another port to the growing Amer-
fean trade In China,  But as this would
have exelted the anfmosity of China,
Your government decldes upon a course
of disinterested neutrality.

“This glves no offense to China, and
at the same time Italy and the world
nt large take notice that the Unlted
States will Interpose no obstacles In the
acquisition of San Mun bay or other
Chinese ports. ’

“It Is most Important to all the pow-
ers to know that the Unlted States has
no purpose to Interfere In behall  of
China, even to the extent of exerting
her oral influence  toward continuing
Chinn's integrity.  For that reason I
look upon the Amerlean answer to Ttaly
45 the most fmportant development In
the Chinese situntion that has arlsern
In recent doys, and 1 think It will be so
aceepted In all the forelgn offices,"”

WASHINGTON, D. C., March 14i—In
consuliing Sir Jullan Pauncefets, the

irlish ambassador, ns to whether an
appolntment as one of the Dritlsh del-
egates to the czar's diarmament eon-
gress would be agreenbls to him,  the
purpose was made known to have the
delegates necompanied by army and
naval atlnehes and by a staff commen-

TROUBLE BREWING

Over Suspension of Public Work
in Santingo Province.

2,500 MEN ARE OUT OF WORK

Because There wns no Money to Pay
Them—An Ontbreak Only Prevent-

. el by the Prospect of the men Get-
ting o Bhare of tho $3,000,000 Gift
of'the United States—A Grent Blow
to Eastorn End of the Istamd - Gen-
eral Wood Refuses to Talk for I'ub-
lieation—Action of the Cuban As-
semnbly in Regard to Gomez.

Correspondence of the Assoclated Press.

SANTIAGO DE CUDA, March 7.—The
event of the past weck has been the
complete suspenslon, practically, of all
public work In the provinee, over 2,500
men having been thrown out of em-
ployment last Friday, as there was o
money to pay them for the month of
February, and only $10.000 was allowed
for the month of March, It 15 claimed

that an outbreak on the part of the hot
headed portlon of the populatlon was
only prevented by the fact that the
muojority of these laborers had served
In the ranks of the Cuban Insurrectlon-
ary forces, and ave locking forward In
the near future to obtalaing thelr share
of the United States gift of $3,000,000,

So far as thls $3,000,000 is concerned In
this provinee, a large portlon af it will
be invested, probably half of what s
recelved, but the other halt will un-
doubtedly be squandered, and already
merchants here are laylng In supplics
of sliver spurs, Mexlean saddles  and
other gew gaws that a Cuban dandy
loves to bedeck himself with.

The real effects of cesaatlon of work
have been understood best by  those
Cubaps who are the leaders of public
affairs in the province, such as the two
generals, Castlllo, Mayor Bacardl and
the judges of the supreme court of
Santiago, and men similarly prominent
in Manzanilfo, Guantanamo, Sagua de
Tanamo, Glbara, Holguin and Daracoa.

Thege men recognize that it Is o preat
blow to the eastern end of the [sjand,
and 1t 18 due entirely to thelr personal
loyallyg to General Leonard Wood that
they have persuaded their countrymen
that the cessatlon of work Is malnly
due to causes that will be exploined and
remedled within a very few days,

General Wood himself has been most
retleent throughout, merely stating, In
answer to questions, that he has to
obey the orders of hils superior officer,
and that {f he were to keep these men
employed he would be committing «
breach of milltary law that would ren-
der him liable to o courtmartial, He
refuses In any way to comment on the
situation,

Though General Wood  himself re-
fuses to say o word for publleation; his
friends, both Cubans and American of-
fleers, nand clvillans are by np means 5o
retleent and complain bitterly of  4he
allegzd injustles that is belng perpetra-
